Dons were fighting and dying as 
the remaining students honored 
SAC’s war heroes. at a special 
service commemorating the first 
anniversary of World War II, in 
December, 1942. 
SHOCKING LETTERS 

Enrollment dropped to 550 by 
February, 1943, as students con- 
tinued to receive shocking letters 
and news of friends and rela- 
tives killed or injured on the bat- 
tle fields. 

The new draft law took tre- 
mendous effect on SAC’s camp- 
us, for even 18 and 19-year-old 
students could be ealled to war. 
By April, ten of these young men 
were killed in action, five were 
listed as missing, and eight were 
taken prisoners of war. 

WAR BONDS 

Instead of having a Don and 
Dona elected by popular vote as 
had been done in the past, camp- 
us organizations that year cam- 
paigned for their candidates by 


selling war bonds and stamps as 
votes, Fifty cents in stamps was 
equal to one vote. The ten-day 
bond and stamp race netted a 
total of $262,411. 

KANGAROO COURT 

Fifteen freshmen-men and wo- 
men went on trial at the annual 
Kangaroo Court-Nov.5 for num- 
erous misdemeanors perpetrated 
during the six-week initiation 
period before the neophytes be- 
came full-fledged Dons. 

Election precedent was broken 
in January, 1944 when Bob Jones 
ran for a second term as Assoc- 
iated Students President and 
Dorothy Winterbourne and Shir- 
ley Wright tried to break a tra- 
dition which allowed no woman 
‘student to hold the top office. 
Jones was re-lected. 

Climaxing a two-week bond 
drive in which junior college stu- 
dents sold an additional $319,089 
in bonds, Ethelwynne Davis was 
crowned May Queen May:5, 1944.
